The Student Senate has been described in a number of ways. 


Some claim it to be the governing body in which a close 
relationship between the students, faculty, and administration is 


maintained. Others say it is merely another club on campus that 
contains members with radical ideas or members who like to 
cause waves. No matter what interpretation you wish to accept, 


the Student Senate has a great deal of responsibility to the 


Student body and the college. 

Membership of the Student Senate is composed of; The 
Executive Board, Chairman of the activities committee and 
standing committees, the student representative to the Athletic 
Board of Control, the bookkeeper, the Parliamentarian, one 
representative from each authorized club and his alternate. You 
can readily see who is being represented in the student 
government. If you are a member of a club on campus, through 
your club representative you have a voice in the Student Senate. 
However, the students who haven’t joined a club would appear to 
have no say, whatever, in college affairs. Is this fair? A possible 
remedy would be to have curriculum representatives, whereby all 
students would be represented. : 

Unfortunately, many students do not realize the power vested 
in the Student Senate. Thousands and thousands of dollars are 
allocated to the clubs on campus from decisions made by this 
student government. Budgets from the clubs must be reviewed 
and approved by the Student Senate before the club can transact 
any financial business. These decisions must be ratified by a 
majority of the Senate; however, during many meetings there 
aren’t enough members to constitute a quorum and voting must 
be delayed. It has been noted in the past, that club 


Tepresentatives cease to attend once their budget has been 


approved. This disables the voting power in the Senate and 
hinders important legislation. 

Should you care? The press media has classified the college 
students this year as being apathetic. In observing the responses 
from the students on this campus towards several issues one 
would have to agree with the press. ; 

The fact that membership in the clubs is down and attendance 
at the Student Senate meeting has dropped is depressing. Students 
should get involved. with their student government and use it as a 
sounding board for student opinion. 

Many students claim there is a breakdown in communication 
between the students and the activities of the Student Senate. 
The recent Freshman Representative elections were held in the 
Student Union Building, but the voting turn out was far from 
encouraging. Possibly the Student Senate could have impressed 
the importance of the election on the student body. 

What about the approximate $25,000 taken from the Student 
Senate treasury by the Athletic Board of control. This money is 
automatically withdrawn to support the Athletic Department, 
yet the students have no voice in athletic matters. If the Student 
Senate were to inform the student body of this piracy on the 
students treasury, maybe a joint effort could achieve true 
representation and voting power on Athletic issues. 

The Student Senate suffers from ailments of student apathy 
and student misunderstanding. The prescription for health might 
be more student interest and strong leadership. Maybe if the 
Senate discussed important issues, rather than the Presidents 
parking tickets, there would be a more professional atmosphere 
so that students listening in on a meeting won’t get the impression 
that the student government is merely a club. 

There must be a self-examination on the part of the Student 
Senate. They must produce programs that will benefit all students 
in all curriculums. However, they need a sign of energetic 
students, who are interested in their campus and what goes on 
with its government. If you wish to propose a new idea, that you 
feel would be beneficial to this campus, come to the Student 
Senate meetings and be heard. Make it a government, not another 
club.

Salvadore Rizzi in which Mr. Rizzi clarifies his position on BCC faculty salaries.

J.J. Yesterday you indicated to the editor of 
the Fulcrum that you felt the statement on the 
Oct. 29 issue of the Fulcrum, “If Mr. Rizzi 
continues to maintain his unreasonable and 
militant attitude towards the Faculty Crisis 
Committee I might be the first to suggest that 
he pack his political bag as far as student vote is 


concerned...”” was unfair in light of the actual— 


situation. Would you care to comment on this? 
S.R. Yes, I did talk with Mr. Corey, about that 
and I felt that the remark should not have been 
put in until such a time as some member of the 
newspaper made an attempt to have me clarify 
my reason for attacking Mr. Peone. I think that 
if he had done that he probably would have 
found that I felt Mr. Peone was wrong in 
attacking the entire legislature in what he and 
the faculty feel has been rather callous handling 
by the county legislators with regard to their 
salaries. I explained to Dr. Peone that contrary 
to. what many believe, not all of us on the 
legislature are privy to what is being said 
between the representatives of the county 
legislature and the faculty. I further explained 
that I, and I’m sure many other legislators, did 
not know that there was any trouble existing 
between the faculty and the members of the 
legislature. We did not know about this until we 


received a position statement of the Faculty. 


Association, sent to us in the mail, with regard 
_to boycotting the President’ Tea. This was the

first indication we had had, and I took 
exception to Mr. Peone’s remark that the 
politicans should stay out of all affairs of the 


~ Community College, at least that was implied, 


and that it should be run by the educators. 
There may be some, SOME, merit in that, but I 
don’t believe that the educators should have 
100% academic freedom. I don’t think this is 
possible or practical. 


J.J. In the Sunday Press, you stated that you 


might be the first to ask Dr. Peone to pack his 
bag. Would you indeed attempt to have Dr. 
Peone fired for what he says? 

S.R. Here again the last sentence is a good 
indication that the students, maybe even a good 
deal of the faculty, and the newspaper staff 
certainly did not understand what the exchange 
was about. | think this is all the more reason 
why an attempt should be made to sit down 
and have a friendly discussion concerning this 


‘issue. I am not one who sits back and-follows 
the leader. Many times I get up and take very 


strong objections to some of the legislation 
which is being contemplated or passed by the 
county legislature and I certainly wouldn’t 
want anybody to take reprisals against me for 
speaking my mind. I would be a hypocrite if I 
were to expect to fire Dr. Peone only because 
he expresses his mind. What I meant by that 
statement is that if he were to espouse the idea 
that we should just pay and keep our nose out 
of the Community College’s business, if this 
would be his position then I would try to 
convey to him that we would continue to 
stiffen our position, by we, I mean the minority 
members, although I can’t speak for all of 
them. If he were to maintain that position I 
would be inclined to join the majority 
members, the team that has been representing 
the county legislators, who I feel probably have 
been hard nosed, but I would join them in their 
attitude, or at least their alleged attitude of 
more or less telling him that if he doesn’t like it 
then leave, and he would have forced me to 
take that position. That is not a position that I 
do want to take. After talking to Dr. Peone and 
after talking to others after the article came out 


expanded. About 40% of the 
seniors are going on in electircal 
studies, they felt the field so vast 
that two years could not 
possibly cover the entire 
spectrum of electronics. 

Both seniors and freshmen 
have quite a heavy load of 
classes and labs. The students are 
on campus from early morning 
to 4:30, some ~ seniors 
complained that often times 
they are here until six or seven 
o’clock, doing computer work.

I suspect that there may be some validity to 
what they say, although I can’t say for sure, but 
I think one way to approach the entire thing 
here is, rather than attack the entire legislature, 
that we should sit down and have a friendly 
discussion and if it is true that the faculty 
members are not having their view points 
brought before the entire legislature and then 
we, as the minority members and myself 
specifically would be most happy to bring it 
before the entire legislature. 


' J.J. Do you think the faculty is underpaid and ~ 


if so what would you do to change this 
situation? 

S.R. This is another subject that was broached 
by myself and some members of the faculty, 
who were speaking for themselves as individuals 
and not the faculty organization. I had pointed 
out to them that the figures they quote have 
never been made available to other members of 
the legislature. I don’t have them in my 
possession and can’t say if they are accurate or 
not. I think that the data they have should be 
made available to-us, at least to myself, to give 
me the opportunity to look it over. I don’t have 
the data so, therefore, I really can’t say one 
way or another. I can only say that when I first 
took office I had a friend who used to teach at 
the community college and he told me that he 
thought the pay was on the low side and getting 
to the point where it was objectionable. I 
thought that when I got on the legislature I 
would possibly look into this. Whenever 
legislation came before us with regard to 
Broome Tech and especially in tegard to the 
salary category, I asked questions and was told 
that the faculty seemed to be content. It’s the 
opinion of those in power, that is the 
committee, and negotiating teams felt, that the 
salaries were reasonable and would indicate that 
trustees and administration seemed to be in 
agreement. At that time the Taylor law came 
into effect. There were negotiations between a 
recognized negotiation group, representing the

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Electrical Technology is the 
curriculum being reviewed this 
issue. This curriculum is 
comprised of 64 freshmen and 
37 seniors; it is an all male 
course. 


The electrical curriculum is 
one of the most established on 
campus, it was initiated in 1946 
and moved on campus in 1956. 
The objectives of the course are 
to prepare the student- for 
placement in his chosen field of 
work. Whether it be hospital 
work, government work, or 
industry. The student must be 
proficient in his understanding 
of the electrical field, since 
electronics is quite intricate and 
precise. ; e 

The first day of the interview, 
I questioned the senior students. 
Their responses as to why they 
had chosen the course, what 
they hoped to. gain from it, and 
how they felt about the course 
in general, were quite 
interesting. The senior responses 
involved a justification of their 


work and plans for the future. 
They remarked that they were 
taught to think in a logical 


manner, which is imperative for 
work in the electrical field and 
in today’s world in general. All 
of the senior students agreed the 
curriculum was quite difficult, 
but it was worth the effort 


The electrical students also have 
a few liberal arts courses, but 
one senior remarked, “English is 
much too illogical, it’s a joke, 
English just isn’t technical 
enough.” 

The freshmen students, when 
questioned, weren’t as sure of 
themselves or of the course. 
Some of them were disillusioned 


with the course, due to its 
difficulty and the lack of cO0-op 
_ opportunities and also in the 
fact that most of the first year 
studies involve theory rather 
than actual shop work. Most of 


the freshmen weren’t as involved 
in electronics as were their 
senior counterparts. One 
freshman stated, ‘you have to 
live electronics to really enjoy, 
and understand Tey. The 
freshmen agreed a background in 
electronics is necessary to do 
well in the course. As to whether 
or not the work was rewarding, 
most of the freshmen were 
am biguous. 


One freshman [ questioned 
had a very clear understanding 
and confident attitude about the 
course. He was very interested in 
the work and spoke in a manner 
that was a credit to his 
curriculum. His main purpose 
was to be happy in his 
profession, money had not been 
a deciding factor in his choice of 
studies. He felt the work will be 
rewarding, pertinent to today’s 
world and definitely not 
self-defeating. He also stated, “It 
could be that the electrical 
course is somewhat of an 
ego-drive, since it is one of the 
hardest curriculums on campus. 
It tends to make one feel 
superior.” : 
«Alt of the electrical students 
felt alienated from the rest of 
the campus, since they spent 


every class day in the electrical 
building. They felt attached to 
the department rather than the 
campus. Also they don’t get 
much of a chance to function in 
the college atmosphere, their 
work load just doesn’t allow the 
time. 

There is a club for the 
electrical students, the IEEE, the 
Institution of Electrical and 
Electronic Engineers. I spoke to 


the president of the club, Ray 


VanDervort, who informed me 
as to the club functions and 
what it does for its members. 
The clubs functions are to teach 
areas uncovered in the classroom 
and to provide the members 


with guest lecturers. These ; 
lectures are meant to explain the 
use of various electrical 


hardwares. Ray wished more of 
the freshmen would attend club 
meetings, since they might 
benefit greatly from them. 

The electrical students were 
an interesting group of people. 
For the most part they were 
deeply interested in their work 
and in their future function. 
Electrical technology is an 
important field and  an- 
important curriculum and most- 
definitely deserves the attention 
given to it here. F “ 
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The following is an interview with Dan 
Ellsberg by Carl Nelson, of the College Press 
Service, and Frank Greer, Special Projects. 
Director, National Student Association. 


GREER: We should begin with a history of 
your experiences in the government, the work 
you did with the Rand Corporation, and how 
that affected your view of foreign policy and 
this government. 

NELSON: And specifically as that related to 
your decision to release the papers to the press. 

ELLSBERG: The reason I was asked to be 
on the study that came to be known as the 
Pentagon Papers was that I had worked for the 
Department of Defense on Vietnam in ’64 and 
*65 and had also spent two years with the 
Department of State in Vietnam. So by late 
°67, I had spent three years working on 
Vietnam. g 

Prior to that I had worked for the Rand 
Corporation on a study of decision-making and 
crises. It (the position) gave me an interest and 
experience in analyzing processes. of 
governmental decision-making. Ultimately I was 
authorized access to the entire study, for 
purposes of analysis. And at the end of that I 
was an expert, in the sense that I had read a 
7,000 page book that no one else had read. I 
found that a very lonely feeling. 

The position was quite isolating because it 
gave me a point of view on the nature of our’ 
involvement that others could not really be 
expected to understand or share. It didn’t seem 
healthy for this country, for our democracy, 
that there should be only one, or a small 
handful of such experts. 

We are talking here about decisions that 
involve the history of all of us — the history by 
which our elected representatives and their 
appointed officials got us into a major war. It 
was something that I thought every citizen 
needed to know and certainly other members 
of the government outside the executive branch 
needed to know. They weren’t complicated, 
they were facts of our experience and our 
decision-making — the performance of the 
people that had been elected or appointed. So, 
I felt that it was essential that Congress, in 
particular, making good decisions and informed 
decisions — that Congress should know a great 
deal more about the background of past 
decisions than the Executive had let them 
know. ; 

Ultimately, I felt the same to be true for the 
public, especially after the last year or so which 
has seen more invasions take place under what 
were obviously conditions of the same kind of 
deception and executive usurpation of 
authority that the earlier decisions had shown. 
That led me to the decision to make this 
information available to the public and the 
press. 

NELSON: When did you make that decision? 

ELLSBERG: The decision with respect to 
Congress was made really almost a year and a 
half ago. But I think that it was really after the 
Laos invasion this year that it seemed to be 
urgent to give a still wider audience access to 
this material. 

GEER: There has been a question in the 
minds of the Congressmen that met with you 
recently about whether this study and its 
release mean that there will be substantial 
change in either the public’s view of wars of 
this type or the executive steps that leads us 
into these wars. 

ELLSBERG: I believe that the immediate 
change to be hoped for is in the performance 
and behavior of the current’ elected 
representatives, particularly in Congress. There 
is no one in the country who has not a great 
deal to learn from these papers, and by that I 
mean to include the President, and former 
presidents. 

I was disappointed to hear Secretary of 
State Rusk a week or two after they had come 
out say that he had not yet had time to look at 
the material. 

But Secretary Rusk no longer has the power 
to end the war. Congress does. And I’m very 
anxious that the behavior of Congress change in 
response to the information that is in these 
records. 


NELSON: It is obvious from the 
Pentagon Papers that a small circle of 
diplomatic and military advisers provided 


advice to the President on making his decisions. 
What alternatives could be developed to allow 
dissent to develop — creative forms of dissent 
which might save thousands of lives in the near 
future? 

Along these same lines, what is your feeling 
on the mass civil disobedience during the early 
part of last May, the Mayday actions. 

ELLSBERG: The individuals who man the 
posts in the executive branch are human beings 
much like the human beings in Congress, and 
outside the government. I think that the 
solution to the problem of the behavior that 
has led us so far into this war is not to find 
some new breed of official, or some strain of 


saint with which to man these positions, but it 
is to take very seriously the advantages implicit 
in the Constitution of pitting one set of 
individuals with certain institutional incentives, 
a certain power base and certain responsibilities 
to the public against other very comparable 
individuals in the executive. That’s the meaning 
in the constitutional provision of separation of 
powers. It’s not the provision that leads to 
proficiency, per se, but it is meant to protect 
the freedoms of individuals. 

I think that the answer has to be not 
centrally performed in the executive branch 
and the courts. I might add that the courts are 
to be criticized in their past behavior for 
avoiding the basic responsibility of addressing 
very profound legal questions connected with 
this war, just as most Congressmen have failed 
to do what they could in line with their own 
Constitutional functions. 

NELSON: The second part of that question 
is could you try to relate your dissenting 
actions, which seem to me to be pretty much 
outside of that system of government, and 
which have gotten you into some possible 
trouble so far, with some other kinds of 
creative dissent such as the Mayday actions. 


ELLSBERG: Funny, possible trouble. I guess 
ten years in prison obviously is trouble, but it’s 
not the loss of limb or the loss of life which is a 
risk and sacrifice that we take for granted when 
we send our brothers and sons off to fight in a 
foreign land. Nor is it any different from the 
trouble that hundreds of young men in this 
country have put themselves into in the course 
of resisting this war, doing what they thought 
was their duty to resist. So if I end up in the 
company of those people it will be a crowded 
company that I join. 

In terms of the question that you raise about 
the Mayday demonstrations, and the challenge 
that it poses to the normal processes of 
government and to the elected officials, I think 
there is a very direct challenge and connection. 

Thanks to John Mitchell’s action in 
demonstrating the willingness of this 
administration to suspend the Constitution, in 
effect, to keep traffic running in Washington 
and to keep the war going by jailing 13,000 
people, I think he brought home to the 
American public more than any other action,

money ona college campus is by 
selling things or by holding a 
lottery. Besides selling food, this 
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13,000 people in this country who were willing 
to go ta jail to demonstrate that they thought 
that this war was wrong, criminal, and not 
merely a mistake but a crime that must be 
stopped. Now, that is an example that I would 
like to.see Congressmen take very seriously as a 
standard of behavior. 

GEER: I think that the issue of personal 
responsibility in taking that kind of further 
action is important not only to people here in 
Congress, but also to people in America, many 
of whom have taken some resistance action in 
their lifetime, either by resisting the draft or by 
some other way of saying that they are not 
going to go along any longer as part of the war 
effort. BL 

However, many people were looking for 
alternatives to Mayday, and I think many 
Americans are still looking for those 
alternatives. They feel the responsibility, 
weighing very heavily and yet they look for 
other paths or avenues to express that or to 
somehow make an effective resistance to the 
war. 

ELLSBERG: The example of the people who 
took part in Mayday, which was very creditably 
non-violent, should be an example and a 
challenge to their parents an” to other older 
people in this country. It is obviously based on 
a willingness on their part to take the risks of 
jail, which was their experience as it worked 
out. 

I have found over the last year a very 
deplorable attitude on the part of many adults 
and older people have been happy to see their 
sons and other younger people take the risks of 
carrying on the war. When I asked people, even 
those in Congress, how they thought the war 
was going to be brought to an end, or what 
would keep President Nixon from invading 
Laos before that happened, or bombing North 
Vietnam before that happened, or destroying 
Vietnam before that happened, they tended to 
say “‘the Kids” will not allow it. 

They might say demonstrations will not 
allow it, but then if you pressed them further — 
“‘who is going to do those things” — “‘the kids”’. 

This really gave me the uneasy feeling that 
the adults in this country who are against the . 
war were willing to see their children be cannon 
fodder at the barricades, go to jail, risk their 
career; just as “hawk” parents set their children 
off to die. 

I wouldn’t be at all happy if the burden of 
resisting this war continues to be on the 
adolescents and young men in arms while their - 
parents and other older people stand back and

Army to Pass “Judgement” on “Late” C.O.’s

If Saul of Tarsus were to have 
a sudden conversion today, say 
on the road to Fort Dix, rather 
than Damascus, he would 
probably spend weeks answering 
questionnaires, parrying with 
psychiatrists, confessing to 
chaplains, arguing with hearing 
officers and, quite possibly, 
pulling time in the stockade. For 
last spring, in Ehlert v. United 
States, the Supreme Court 
turned “late” C.O.s over to the 
tender mercies of the military. 

Under Ehlert if your beliefs 
crystallize after you receive an 
induction order, but before 
actual induction, the army will 
sit in judgment of your 
conscience. As of October 19, a 
newly revised Dod Directive 
(1300.6) governs military 
processing of the late 
crystallizer. He must file 
application for discharge within 


72 hours after induction. 

After filing, the C.O. is sent to 
a psychiatrist. The assumption is 
that anyone who seeks discharge 
as a C.O. may be suffering from 
a psychiatric or characterological 
disorder. (In all likelihood, this 
message is not lost upon the 
isolated young man, who senses 
certain odds mounting against 
him.) 

Next, the chaplain takes his 
turn. If a C.O. is unresponsive or 
uncooperative, the chaplain and 
the psychiatrist will note this in 
their reports. (Lack of 
cooperation reflects unfavorably 
upon a C.0.’s sincerity). 

Finally a hearing is conducted 
by an officer of the rank of 
captain — or lieutenant in the 
navy — or higher: The C.O. has 
the right to counsel — but only 
at his own expense. He can also 
present witnesses — providing he 
can secure their attendance. A 
verbatim transcript will be made 
— if the C.O. can pay for its 
production. Inevitably these 


conditional rights will take their 
collective toll — especially since 
the hearing will often be 
conducted at a great distance 
from the C.O.’s_ friends . and 
resources. 

Of course, while this whole 
procedure and a final decision 
are pending, the C.O. must 
satisfactorily perform military 
duties assigned to him. If he 
does not, then, military 
discipline and the stockade may 
become a real threat. ~ 

The threat is heightened by 
the unavoidable antagonism 
between the C.O. and a totally 
inhospitable environment. As 
Mr. Justice Douglas lamented in 
his dissent from Ehlert: ‘In my 
time every conscientious 
objector was ‘fair game’ to most 
top sergeants who considered 
that he had a ‘yellow streak’ and 
therefore was a coward or 
un-American.” 

Justice Douglas recounted the 
story of one C.O. who wound up 
in the stockade, where a sergeant 


“frisked” him: ‘I spread out 
against the canvas. He started 
kicking: me and yelling, ‘spread 
out a—hole.’ He kept kicking me 
and yelling until I fell down and 
then said, ‘what’s wrong with 
you pussy can’t you stand up — 
get up.’ I stood up and he said 
‘spread out Goddamit. He 
started kicking me again. . . He 
then pushed my face into the 
canvas, slapped my neck and 
arms, punched me in the sides, 
yanked the crotch of my 
dungarees painfully between my 
legs, slapped and pinched my 
legs and said, ‘alright now stand 
at attention... 

“After -> much more 
harrassment I went back to my 
cell and I heard a man coughing 
and then a Corporal yelling at 
him to shut up. Two other 
Corporals joined in harrassing 
the man and when he couldn’t 
stop coughing they pulled him 
out of the cell and made him

4. Assume all final decisions 
made by the student senate and 
to assume all responsibilities 
thereof.

At a recent breakfast meeting 
of students, administrators and 
President Tyrrell, there was 
discussion over the matter of 
cafeteria clean-up. It became 
obvious that we had failed to let 
the Student Body know what 
equipment we have just 
installed. 

At a cost of some $12,000, 
we have installed a “SOMAT” 
machine (acronym for “System 
of Maceration and 
Transportation”): This machine 
accepts all manner of trash and 
garbage in the dishwashing 
room, grinds it to a pulp, mixes 
it with water, and then literally 
pumps it to a garbage room at 
the west end of the building. 

In the garbage room, another 
part of the machine extracts the 
water, and recycles it back for 
further use. The garbage drops 
into containers, but you’d never 
recognize it for what it is — it 
looks like a pulpy form of 
oatmeal at this stage: 

There are several reasons for 
installing this machine, some of 
which are: 

1. It enables a dish room to be 
in the center of a building, 
without having to haul garbage 
cans through the food service 
areas. 

2. It reduces previous trash 
volume by as much as 90%. 
Where we used to fill two dozen 
garbage cans each day, we now 
use perhaps only two. This is 
important, if for no other reason 
than that of ecology. 

3. The resulting pulp is said to 
be very useful as a garden mulch. 
(We'd be happy to let anyone 
who wants some to bring their 
own containers and take it 
away) 

4. The workload of emptying 
numerous garbage cans and 
hauling refuse to the County 
landfill is obviously reduced.

QUESTION: My roommate has a very big problem. It seems as 
though his feet sweat quite a lot and as a result I nearly die when 
he takes his shoes off. What can he do to alleviate this problem. 
ANSWER: The answer to your problem falls into a very special 
category called “treatments they never told me about in medical 
school.” I'll proceed now to give you a logical explanation and 
suggest some remedies, I warn you however, nothing may help! I 
had a roommate like that myself for three years. 

Foot odor is caused by the action of bacteria on perspiration. 
Working in a warm, closed, moist environment, the right type of 
bacteria have a field day. Usually, the relationship between the 
bacteria and the person’s feet is a friendly one and no infection 
exists. On the other hand, sometimes foot odors can be due to 
infections so if there is any doubt your friend’s feet should walk 
over to a physician and be seen. Wearing socks made of synthetic 
fibers sometimes causes more perspiring. So do shoes with rubber 
soles, boots, wearing mbbers or overshoes and shoes made from 
synthetic materials (polymeric plastics). 

Your friend might try wearing absorbant wool or cotton socks, 
washing his feet frequently and making sure theyeare thoroughly 
dry before shoeing up, using talcum powder on his feet and in his 
shogs and alternating pairs of shoes so they dry thoroughly. An 
underarm deodorant used on the feet may help but caution 


should be observed as irritations can result.

QUESTION: If have been getting large open sores on my breast. 
-Also I have small dark bumps on the nipples and several long dark 
hairs growing in the area. Someone told me it could be breast 
cancer. 

Also. is there any truth to the story that you can get morning 

sickness when you have your period? I always feel like I’m, going 
to throw up. and I have diarrhea and rectal bleeding just before. I 
never have cramps. 
ANSWER: Most breast Cancers appear in the form’ of firm, 
painless lumps, often deep in the breast and not freely movable. 
What ‘you describe sounds more like a dermatitis or skin 
infection. Small dark bumps on the nipples and the appearance of 
hair in this region i§ part of the normal anatomy. You should see 
a physician for an’ examination and advice as to how to treat the 
sores before they get worse. 

Many women: have the exact same symptoms you describe 
along with their periods. That is, except for the rectal bleeding. 
The overwhelmng odds are that the rectal bleeding is due to 
hemorrhoids or some other condition in that area; there is a tiny 
chance that it may be due to endometriosis. Endometriosis is a 
tare developmental circumstance in which uterine tissue appears 
in unexpected places. When this happens, these islands of uterine

wall bleed periodically with the rest of the uterus as they are 
under the same hormonal control. Thus, rectal bleeding would 
occur if you have such a condition in the anal area. The same 
Physician who looks at your breasts should be able to help you 


with this problem, too.

QUESTION: Recently while looking through a book on 
techniques of sexual intercourse, I ran across a part on the 
importance of contact between the penis and the clitoris during 
intercourse. There was an accompanying diagram which showed 
this, and it appeared that in order for this to be achieved, the 
penis would need to be bent or curved upward at a considerable 
angle in order to make-contact with the clitoris. Mine curves 
slightly downward, and I wondered if this is abnormal? 

ANSWER: The overwhelming majority of penises are hinged at 
the point where they are attached to the body and have no 
difficulty in bending upward. There is considerable anatomic 
variation from person to person. Unfortunately, this variation 
often causes an individual needless concern. It is very, very rare 
that an anatomic abnormality prevents adequate sexual 
functioning. When this occurs, there is almost always a solution 
sometimes requiring no more than a little imagination and 


experimentation.

QUESTION: My ex-boyfriend recently forced his attention on 
me in spite of the fact that I told him J was a virgin. When he was 
through with me, he stated that I couldn’t have been a Virgin 
because “it went in too easily” and | didn’t bleed. It is my body 
and I know that’'I never had previglus sexual relations. Please 
clarify this because he honestly believés I’m a loose woman. 

I'm writing this the day after it happened, but are there any 
very early signs of pregnancy? I seem to feel sick to my stomach. 
ANSWER: Very sadly, situations such as thé one you describe 
happen frequently, and I, for one, have a difficult time 
distinguishing such an event from tape. In addition to being 
grossly selfish; your ex-boyfriend is also ignorant of some basic 
sexual facts. Ease of intercourse the first time and dn absence of 
bleeding is no indication of a lack of virginity. 

A woman has the right not to have intercourse unless she wants 


to and this shopld be unrelated to whether or not she is a Virgin. 
Rather than hide behind technicalities, she should be prepared to 
take drastic measures to insure her basic human rights. 

It is too, early to tell if you are pregnant now, but it sounds as 
if the way you feel: may be related to the upsetting experience 
you had. In such circumstances you may miss your next 
menstrual period without being pregnant; instead of becoming 
Lb ORF you might visit a physician that you know if you have 
not had a period in another month. In the meantime, if you 
remain upset very much longer, it would be wise for you to talk 
this out with someone so that this experience does not jeopardize 
future relationships with men.

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New Math Course Geared to Help 


Students With Poor Math 


The Mathematics department 
in conjunction with the Business 
department at BCC has designed 
a program geared to aid those 
business students who have poor 
math backgrounds. This course, 
presented to the administration 
in April, is now being offered 
under the charge of Mr. Vick 
and Mr. Goldberg. The course is 
essentially the same in format as 


the old MA 100 course and is 
also known by the code name 
MA 100. The new course differs 


primarily in the mode of 
presentation. The old MA 100 
Course was taught on a lecture 
basis, while the new MA 100 is 
designed to be an independent 
study course through the use of 
a programmed text and a set of 
prepared cassett recordings

related to the text. 

The course is broken down 
into 14 sections. The average 
student is expected to complete 
10 of these sections, the above 
average 12, and the outstanding 
student will complete all 14 
sections. 

Exams are scheduled by way 
of a sign up sheet. Two days 
prior to the exam, the student 
must go to the sheet on which 
he will find listed the time of the 
exam and on the sheet must sign 
his name and the exam number 
he wants to take. If he does not 


pachieve at least 90% conceptual 


proficiency on the exam he must 


take the exam again. This 
process continues until the 
student achieves the 90% 
proficiency. 


Each student is given a code 
number for the sake of keeping 
all grades confidential. 
Individual progress is plotted on 
a poster with the use of these 
numbers so that each student 
may see his performance in 
regard to the rest of the 
students. 

Students may consult with 
either of the instructors at any 
time they are in the audio-visual 
lab. In addition the student may 
seek extra help during any of the

faculty and other workers here at the 
community college and negotiations teams 
appointed by the county legislature. When the 
contract was being asked to be approved by the 
legislature it was always pointed out that the 
teams had come to an agreement and this was 
checked and found to be true. Since they were 
both in agreement I felt if they accept it the 
situation must be somewhat resolved. I heard 
nothing more, no~ grumbling and no 
dissatisfacton, until, as I stated earlier, [ 
received a letter in the mail stating that the 
faculty association was going to take drastic 
steps and one of the steps would be to boycott 
the tea put on by the president. This is the first 
I’ve heard of it since. 

J.J. Do you feel the Broome County legislature, 
which contributes roughly 20% to the college 
funds, should have as much say as they do in 
determining educational policies and outlines? 
S.R. To be very honest I don’t know exactly 
how much say they do have. The way I 
understand the setup, the trustees of the college 
are the ones who, directly, make policy for the 
college and act as advisors to the county 
legislature with regard to appropriation of 
money for the college. This is the best I 
understand it, though, ['m sure there is the 
possibility that those who control the 
appropriations being made to the college in the 
county legislature have very strong influential 
power over the board of trustees. Maybe they 
don’t want to make waves for fear of having 
appropriations cut and consequently tend to 
see the way of those controlling the legislature. 
J.J. Do you feel that professional educators 
should have a greater voice in administration 
matters? 

S.R. I feel that the college should be run by the 
professional educators. As to whether or not 
the ones who are in the administration part, I 
feel the educators should be instrumental in 
running the college but I don’t think they 
should have 100% freedom either. I do feel that 
the legislature should maintain some control, 
that the people who are appointed to the board 
of trustees should have a fairly good 
background in the educational field. 

J.J. In the last issue of the Fulcrum, Darwin 
Wales indicated that President Tyrell may be 
retiring in the near future. What kind of an 
individual would you like to see replace him? 
S.R. I would like to see one who is a bit 
younger, first of all. I think we should have a 
man who would be up on the new concepts of 
teaching. He should also, and I do not mean 
that President Tyrell has not, be responsible 
when it comes to fiscal matters. I think, most 
important too, that it be a man who would not 
be afraid to take issue with those who 
appropriate the money. I cannot fault a man 
for doing something like that, in fact I have a 
large distaste for a person who would sit back 
and act like one who has had his spine removed. 
I would rather have someone who would stand 
up to me, as long as he’s fair and reasonable, 
and let me know how he feels. But if his 
positions are rejected I would wish that he 


would be man enough to say, “Okay, I tried, 
this is the way I feel and I hope you will respect 
me for taking issue with you,” which I would 
do. Then the next time he asked for something 
I'd know it’s because he sincerely believed in it 
and didn’t have any ulterior motives. I can 
respect a man that way. 

J.J. What is your position on Plan C which 
would make the trustees the employer rather 
than the county? 

S.R. This is the first ’'ve heard of any plan. Not 
all the legislators are being made aware of 
discussions and possible policy changes being 
discussed at the community College. We have 
an education committee which meets, at regular 
intervals with trustees to discuss Community 
College matters. Normally we will not hear 
what has taken place until the legislation 
appears before us and at that time we have to 
rely on what information is given us by the 
committee members. Getting back to the 
question, no, I don’t know what plan C is. I 
would assume it is a plan whereby the trustees 
would do the hiring and firing rather than the 
county. If this is the case, when you give a 
person this power you should also give him the 
power to raise the money. Possibly that calls 
for a bit more elaboration. The legislature is the 
body that appropriates the money and even 
though you state 20% I don’t know if that’s 
true or not, I won’t take issue on that. I’m sure 
that the other money is coming from the state 
of New York, and the state is holding us 
responsible for how the money gets spent. Also, 
the money from the State is from the pocket of 
the taxpayers. Here too, it’s not coming from 
the people from another country. We the 
politicians and members of the legislature are 
the ones who are responsible to the people who 
supply the money to operate this educational 
program. As such, we can’t completely abdicate 
the responsibility to someone else and in effect 
this is what we would be doing if we made 
them the authority and took this away from 
the county. Unless I hear more about it, pros 
and cons, I can’t take a firm position. I have 
only stated here what immediately comes to 
mind, although if all the facts were made clear 
to me J might see it another way. 

JJ. What do you feel should be the politicians’ 
role in education? 

S.R. If they are to properly attend to the 
well being of the people they represent, one of 
the things they should be looking at is to 
enhance the health and education of the people 
they represent. I think that education is 
important, that a politician should be aware of 
the educational needs of his area. He should 
appropriate as much money as he can, without 
getting himself in a bind with other areas of 
county functions by consulting with the 
educators, because the politicians would readily 
admit that they aren’t versed in the field of 
education. 

Mr. Rizzi also said that if the faculty is 
correct, then the county should implement a 
plan to bring salaries up to the level of mutual 
agreement.

pretending it was a grenade. — 
They got several other men out 
of their cells and had them all — 
diving on the cup with the 
coughing man on the bottom 
each time.” : 

Of course, Justice Douglas did 
point out: “What (happens) in — 
the barracks or in the detention 
center is . . . not the measure of 
what would transpire at the 
hearings. But the military mind 
is educated to other values; it 
does not reflect the humanistic, 
philosophical values most 
germane to ferreting out First 
Amendment claims that are 
genuine.” 

During the recent draft debate _ 
in the congressional conference 
committee, the Senate conferees 
proposed an amendment that 
would have prohibited induction 
of late crystallizers; but the 
House conferees were adamant 
in their opposition. ‘‘Therefore,”’ 
in the words of the conference 
report, “‘the Senate receded with 
the understanding that in 
unusual cases, local boards 
would have the discretionary 
authority of extending to such 
registrants a hearing on their late 
claim if the circumstances so 
warranted.” 


Despite this quaint 
understanding on the part of the 
Senators, the claims of late 
crystallizers may not be 
considered by draft boards 
under current operating 
procedure (Local Board 


Memorandum No. 111 (2) ). As 
a result, a C.O. who does not 
prepare himself, and file his 
claim before the last minute, 
may find himself spiritually, at 
least, behind enemy lines.

regard risk-taking as totally out of the question. 

NELSON: Would you describe what you feel 
are the factors that underlie the Nixon 
administration’s negotiating posture, and how 
decisions of what our negotiating position is 
going to be have been determined in the past? 
In light of this, what de you think of the recent 
7-point proposal of the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government? 

Could a Congressman exert influence in this 
field? 

ELLSBERG: Well, I think that our 
negotiating posture is what it has been in 
previous negotiations — so called. 

The posture has not been willing at all to 
make the kinds of concessions that were clearly 
called for five years ago, then years ago, and 
twenty years ago, if the war was to be avoided 
or ended. 

You have asked a number of questions here 
which are a little difficult to deal with in one 
answer. The question arose recently in the 
hearings about the volumes of negotiation in 
the Pentagon Study. Of course, what those 
reveal, I think, is what I have just said. There 
have been no serious negotiations all this time 
and the famous private channels have been 
channels for ultimatums from this government 
to the other side, calling upon it to surrender, 
in effect. Ultimatums of which none of our 
intelligence estimates ever gave a president hope 
that they would achieve an end to the war. 

I do have some hopes right now, and they are 
in part related to the Pentagon Papers, and the 
release of them. I think that the mood of the 
American public since the total failure of the 
Laotian invasion, and the disillusionment with 
the effect of the war on our troops overseas — 
the heroin and corruption of the government of 
Saigon — combined now with the revelations in 
the Pentagon Papers as to how we got where we 
got, and as to what the role of the executive has 
been in misleading the public, may well have 
given President Nixon the feeling that it will be 
much more difficult in the future than in the 
past to get a tolerant reception from the press, 
the Congress and the public for further 
escalation. 

If Nixon should conclude that he can no 
longer creditably threaten to destroy North 
Vietnam because he can no longer count on 
concealing his intentions from the press and the 
public, or lying to them in a way which is either 
effective or accepted, he may decide that he no 
longer has any cards in his hand with which to 
pursue victory. 

I think the threat of bombing was basically 
what he thought of incorrectly as his ace that 

- might achieve a better outcome. If he concludes 
that the threat is really not possible, he might 


decide that he has no choice but to reach a 
genuine settlement or to extricate himself. I 
hope it will go that way. 

If China, by her willingness to receive Nixon, 
should offer him a chance to be a peace 
president rather than a war president, I think 
it’s not impossible that he might go against his 
past political record, and take that position 
even at the price of reaching an end to this war. 

So I think that there is more reason to hope 
at this point than there has been for years. But 
that is far from saying that one can count on it 
going that way. 

NELSON: Do you feel that the 7-point PGR 
proposal is reasonable? 

ELLSBERG: As they stand, and this even 
the administration cannot deny, of course, they 
are reasonable. 

One can criticize, or be skeptical, about what 
their ultimate intentions are, what meaning lies 
behind these proposals, although I’m sure a 
third party watching both sides would have no 
more reason to be skeptical of the NLF 
proposal than any of the proposals we’ve made, 
given our past experience. But I don’t see how 
skepticism like that has any real bearing on 
whether we should be willing to discuss on the 
basis of those proposals, which seem entirely 
reasonable. 

GEER: Many people have not been able to 
struggle through even the abbreviated form of 
the Pentagon Papers, and that’s a shame 
because the American Public should read that 
material, but what do you think, in just a brief 
form, were the major lessons, the kind of 
message it carries to the public? 


ELLSBERG: I think the most important 
messages do depend on a fairly extensive 
reading. The messages are not about specific, 
particularly starting, acts of deception in 
themselves or aggressions of various kinds, but 
rather what the documents reveal of the overall 
values and intentions and practices of the 
administration. Now, when one does make the 
effort, I think it’s an effort that citizens and 
above all officials should make, to read a great 
deal of this material. 

In my opinion, it’s very hard to avoid a 
feeling that this has been an American war from 
the beginning. And Americans bear the 
responsibility, or a large part of the 
responsibility, for all the deaths in Indochina, 
which are certainly more than a million since 
we began financing this war, and could well be 
as many as four to five million — if all are taken 
into account. 

That’s a very heavy load to bear, it’s a very 
heavy responsibility to think of continuing it. 
Given the attitude of this administration up till 


now, and as I’ve said I’m hopeful that it could 
change, it’s clear that Congress could get us out 
of this war, or the public could get us out, only 
by ‘opposing the President, and that’s a very 
unconventional challenge to make the Congress, 
and one they are very unlikely to meet unless 
they get a lot of encouragement from the 
public. 

It is unlikely for the public to press Congress 
to do that unless they and the Congress 
together come to regard the war as intolerable 
and wrong and not merely a mistake, because 
they will give the President a great deal of 
benefit, of the doubt when it comes to pursuing 
or taking care of the stakes. 

When you decide that the executive is 
involved in a criminal, aggressive, entirely 
wrongful and inhumane war, then one’s 
responsibilities as a citizen are much stronger. 

I think that two things are necessary for the 
public and the Congress to reach that state of 
mind in which they will be willing to risk their 
careers in unconventional efforts to end it. 
First, information contained in these 
documents and second, the example of 
respected figures such as Congressmen, who 
show by their actions and behavior that they 
agree and that they mean what they may be 
saying already — that the war is wrongful and 
must end.

Injury Jinx 
Continues

For the last two years the Hornet basketballers have had the 
injury jinx hit them at the beginning each season. Unfortunate, 
this year is no exception. Freshman Dave Brenner, wh +s the 
tallest Hornet ever (6’ 10’’), is walking around with a cast on his 
foot. At first, his injury was-thought to be a broken ankle, but 
there is now the possibility of a muscle tear. Brenner is expected 
to be out for six weeks. If that isn’t bad enough, there are two 
more key losses which will give Dick Baldwin some gray hairs. 
Veteran Joe Vaughan from North was expected to be a strong 
starting possibility but now he is out due to academic reasons. 
Six-foot-five freshman Tom Lockhart, from CV, who according 
to Baldwin has the potential to be the best player in Hornet 
history, will also be missing from the squad. 

But there’s always a silver lining in a gray cloud. Part of this 
lining is Ricky Williams. At 5°7”, Williams returns as starting 
backcourter. Baldwin calls Williams “one of the best floor leaders 
we’ve ever had.”’ Last year, Williams’ hustle and 13.1 scoring 
average were responsible for several wins in the 274 season tally. 
Bob Zurenda, a 6’3”’-senior from Central, is another reason for 
optimism. He works hard on the boards and is impressive in 
defense. Another veteran with a good deal of experience is 6’3” 
Jim Knapp. The odds are good that he will be a starter. 

If a team is to win games, a good scoring punch is necessary. 
This could be a problem for the Hornets but Baldwin is hoping 
that Bob Earle (Catholic Central) and John Chanecka (North) will 
pick up the slack in this department. Both have been impressive 
in early practices with their outside shots. 

In order to score, you must have the ball. In order to get 
the ball you must have rebounds. Although the average height of 
the team is only 6’ 1” (even with a healthy Brenner), the Hornets 
should do good on the boards. With Brenner out until 
Thanksgiving, the board work will go to Mike “Bones” Sanders a 
6°2” frosh from New York City and Wally Smith, another Frosh 
from Whitney Point. “Bones” has shown a lot of power and good 
inside moves. Smith is only 6’1”’ but he is solid. He holds his 
ground well and has shown a great leaping ability. 
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Three potential back court starters come in the form of John 
Collins, Larry Lobacz, and Charlie Mackey. Lobacz could see a 
lot of action. A 5’10” freshman from CV, he has shown a great 
deal of skill. Mackey, who was called back by Baldwin because of 
the loss of Lockhart and Vaughan, is very quick. He also is a 
5°10” frosh from CV. John Collins is a 5’9” frosh from North 
where he saw a lot of action. He can handle the ball well and will 
give Mackey and Lobacz a good deal of competition. 

Another bright spot is Greg Baldwin. Baldwin stands at 6’2” 
and stood tall in former BCC standout Frank Streety’s eyes. 
Streety discovered Baldwin in New York City and was impressed 


_ enough to recommend him to Baldwin. 


In contrast to past seasons, the whole squad should see plenty 
of action. The five seniors and the seven freshmen make up a- 
balanced team. With Brenner out in the beginning of the season it 
is expected that the Hornets will be running a great deal with 
players shuffling in and out. Coach Baldwin said in an interview 
that it would be difficult to draw up a definite starting five. 

“This is the toughest schedule we’ve had,” Baldwin said in 
reference to the line up of games this season. Among the tougher 
teams to be faced are Canton Tech, Community College of 
Baltimore, NYC Community College, Robert Morris College, and 

‘strong freshman teams from St. Bonaventure, Cornell, Syracuse, 
and Niagara. Windsor’s Jim Lee is on the Syracuse squad and 
Central’s Dave Tita will be playing for Niagara. The first game of 
the season is the annual alumni game, which takes place this 
Saturday at 8:00 p.m. at BCC. Some of the alumni which the 
Hornets will fare include Al Reid, Jim Brody, Gary Anderson, 
George Fisher, and Don Berry. One of the highest of the season 
will be BCC’s own Turkey Trot which will be held November 25, 
26 and 27. Broome will be facing Ulster County Community

I would like to go a little deeper into the idea of offering 
Physical Education as an elective at Broome Community College, 
and also clear up any wrong information I gave out in an earlier 
column on the same subject. Since that first article, [have hada 


chance to talk with Mr. Hickey, the head of the Liberal Arts 


Division, and he has-given me a much clearer and far more 
informed outlook. 

A survey of Liberal Arts Freshmen earlier this year revealed 
that approximately 80% of them would take Phys. Ed. at Broome 
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if it were offered as an elective. This leaves only Approximately — 


20%-who could have scheduling problems in the upper division. 
This problem possibility could be further reduced due to students 
attending schools with; no P. E. requirement, one year 
requirement, age limit exemption, veteran exemption, R.O.T.C. 
substitute, or varsity sport substitute. 

In my earlier article, I labored under the assumption that a 
student must have Phys. Ed. for an A.A. degree. Mr. Hickey 
explained that the decision on P. E. requirements is left to the 
individual school. This means that a student could graduate from 
Broome without ever having seen the inside of the gym if the 
suggested change was made. ; 

Since 20% of the L.A. students number only 160 persons 
under present enrollment, the number of jobs for P.E. instructors 
should not be affected. This 160 persons represents only 16 hours 
or roughly 1 faculty position and the rising enrollment will make 
up the difference quickly. Actually, the instructors will benefit 
greatly as their students would be in class out of choice rather 
than mandate. This should eliminate friction from students taking 
P.E. because “‘they have to.” 

One of the major selling points of an elective P.E- program is 
its reduced cost to Broome County. The amount spent for 160 
students would be shifted to the upper division which represents 
roughly $10,000 in savings. 

One of the arguments against this program is that it would set a 
dangerous precedent, that is other subjects such as History and 
English following suit. This is not the case however, as The State 
University of New York dictates these as required subjects. 

Mr. Hickey sums up “‘the value of Phys. Ed. is not at issue in 
this present consideration. No one is challenging the wisdom of 
proper exercise and knowledge to maintain a healthy body. What 
we seek is to shift some of the costs and create a healthier 
climate. Experience overwhelmingly persuades that the rigidly 
mandated is resented: the same thing as an elective is undertaken 
in quite a different mood.”
